Tax statements for both real es- 
tate and personal property will be 
mailed to Antioch Township resi- 
dents this week by Collector John 
L. Ho ran. 

It will be the last time that the 
Antioch Township taxpayers will 
receive their bills from a collector 
and be able to pay their bills locally 
because the collector's office was 
abolished in an election lost Novem- 
ber.

Antioch and Lake Villa Libraries Enter Plan 
To Establish Three-County Regional Library 



Antioch and Lake Villa township 
libraries arc among 12 of the 23 li- 
braries in Lake, McHenry and 
Boone counties that have agreed to 
draft a formal proposal to establish 
a tri-county Regional Center Li- 
brary at Woodstock. 

O. R. Kresse, Mrs. Edmund F. 
Vos, Helen Scott and Marian Har- 
den represented the Antioch li- 
brary board at a meeting Tuesday 
evening in Woodstock when plans 
for the proposal were made. 

If approved by the boards of the 
cooperating libraries, the applica- 
tion, for creation of the Regional 
Center Library will be forwarded to 
the Illinois State Library for ap- 
proval. 

Cost of the project, estimated at 
$160,000, would be defrayed by fed- 
eral and state funds. For the fis- 
cal year ending June 20, 1958 fed- 
eral funds totaling $142,780 are ear- 
marked as Llllnois' share of ,.the, 
federal appropriation of $5,000,000. 

This fund will be matched by the 
state funds totaling $224,264, al- 
ready appropriated for the same 
period. 

Twelve Libraries Represented 

The committee comprising one 
representative from each library 
was instructed to have its report 
ready by Aug. 6. The libraries rep- 
resented were Algonquin, Antioch, 
Groyslakc, Crystal Lake, Harvard, 
Highland Park, Lake Bluff, Lake 
Villa, Cook Memorial of Liberty- 
ville, Mundelein, Marengo, Wood- 
stock. 

The meeting Tuesday night was 
conducted by Warren O. Brown of 
Lake Villa, chairman of the Lake 
Villa Township Library Board. He 
is also dean of men at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois undergraduate di- 
vision. 

Mrs. Theodore Belke, Lake Villa, 
was appointed temporary secretary. 

The proposal was discussed by 
Mrs. Laura C. Langston, chief of 
the extension service and the State 
Library Staff at Springfield. 
Woodstock Central Location 

Woodstock was t chosen as the 
location of the center because it is 
within a 50-mile radius of all lib- 
raries in the three counties. The 
Region Center will service the 
member libraries as follows: 

Provide free cataloging and ade- 
quate personnel when desired; aug- 
ment books of the local library; 
book truck would call twice weekly 
in supplying needed books; hold 
workshops during the year devoted 
to efforts to problems of library 
services which would include such 
things as public relations, book 
binding, cataloging, and other topics 
of general interest, and provide ad- 
visory service upon request for 
librarians and board members. 

The Regional Center Library 
would be operated by a board com- 
prised of one representative from 
each member library, which would 
select an executive committee of 
five plus an ex-officio member from 
the State Library as a non-voting 
member.

Springfield, III. — City sales tax 
collections during May netted Illi- 
nois municipalities $4,171,306, a re- 
port to Governor William G. Strat- 
ton from the state Department of 
Revenue showed. The May collec- 
tion represents the one-half cent 
city sales tax on business transac- 
tions during Apcil. 

Gross collection for the month 
was $4,437,559. .Before distribution 
to the cities assessing the tax, the 
gross figure was reduced by $260,- 
253, the amount held back by the 
state for its six per cent adminis- 
tration cost. 

The 918 cities and villages assess- 
ing the one-half .cent sales tax on 
April business represent an in- 
crease of three over the preceding 
month. By July 9 the list had 
grown to 958. 

Antioch's share was $3,713.35; 
Fox Lake, $4,001,74; Grayslakc, 
$2,184.21; Libertyville, $6,934.48; 
Lake Villa, $G49.47; Zion $4,145.23; 
and Waukcgan $38,400.68.

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Don't Overlook "Small" Economies 

Most of us when we think about cutting gov- 
ernment spending, think in terms of such huge items 
as the defense budget, foreign aid, agricultural sup- 
ports and so on. And. these are mighty important 
— any water in them should be squeezed out to the 
last drop. 

But this shouldn't blind us to the possibilities 
of making savings of varying amounts in a far 
longer list of government activities. Enough "small" 
budget reductions can add up to really big money, 
even by federal government standards. 

Parcel post is a good example here. It is a 
government business enterprise, which operates in 
direct competition, with private, taxpaying business 
enterprises. To make a bad matter worse, it has 
been run at a loss during most of its life — which 
means that it is subsidized by all taxpayers, whether 
or not they use the service. 

It is still being run in this fashion. Many in- 
direct costs, such as contributions to the government 
retirement fund, are not reflected in rates. And 
these indirect costs are as much a legitimate part 
of carrying on the service as the direct costs. 

It is reliably estimated that increasing parcel 
post rates to cover indirect costs would make possi- 
ble a saving of $50 million in the 1958 fiscal year. 
That kind of saving is eminently worth while. And 
no one can say that the necessary rate increases 
would work on injustice on everyone. It would 
simply cause those who use the service to pay the 
proper price for it — instead of having everyone else 
pay part of the bill.

Who Should Pay? 

Throughout the country, efforts arc periodically 
made to increase the legal load limits of the huge 
commercial trucks. That happened this year in 
Texas. It caused the Austin Statesman to point out 
that according to authorities, "... a highway can 
be built for about $40,000 a mile for normal passen- 
ger traffic, while the same highway costs around 
$60,000 a mile for the present load limits; and would 
cost somewhere around $75,000 a mile to be built 



heavy enough for the proposed Increase in the 
weight limit. A legitimate question for citizens, 
taxpayers and legislators is: 'If that sort of high- 
way Is to be built, who should pay the added cost?'" 

That question gets more potent all the time in 
the light of the multi-billion dollar new federal high- 
way program, and the ever-Increasing appropria- 
tions the states are called upon to provide for both 
building and maintaining roads. 

The principal involved is not confined to trucks 
and highways. Large sums must be spent, in the 
interest of safety, on improving control of the na- 
tion's airways. The expanded control is made neces- 
sary, in large part, by the growth of commercial 
air travel. It is certainly reasonable to say that the 
airlines should pay their fair share of the bill. 

This is not a matter of penalizing the truckers 
or the airlines or any other enterprise. It is simply 
a matter of relieving the general taxpayers of some 
special costs which have been brought about by the 
transport agencies in question.

Tough Combination 

By the end of this year, the railroads will have 
installed some 150,000 new freight cars costing ■more 
than $1,250,000 in a 24-month period. They currently 
have 100,000 cars on order— more than a year's de- 
liveries even at the present accelerated rate of car- 
building. 

This illustrates several things. It shows that 
the railroads are going all-out to meet the needs of 
shippers. It shows also that the cost of doing this 
is enormous. Finally, it points to a major financial 
problem the railroads must grapple with. The new 
freight cars cost $8,500 each and in many instances 
they replace cars which cost only $2,500. • The de- 
preciation which has been acquired on a $2,500 car 
is not enough to finance the $8,500 investment in 
its replacement. Consequently, additional funds 
must be found in huge amounts. 

That might not be so serious a matter as If the 
railroads were earning adequate profits. But they 
aren't. Their earnings are running an an average 
of less than 4 per cent on net investment — among 
the lowest of all major industries. What it all adds 
up to has been expressed in a sentence by President 
Faricy of the Association of American Railroads. 
Finding the money for new freight cars, he said, "is 
made vastly more difficult by the combination of 
the low level of railroad earnings, the 52 per cent 
corporate federal income tax on those earnings, and 
the inflationary pressures which have rendered de- 
preciation reserves completely inadequate for the re- 
placement of wornout equipment." 

This financial problem, moreover, has fallen on 
the most basic and essential of all forms of land 
transportation. Thus it is a problem of moment to 
the entire country.

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Shingles No Laughing Matter 
Even a person who hns experi- 
enced n severe attack of shingles 
finds it difficult to describe. Cer- 
tainly the disease, medically known 
as herpes zoster, produces excruci- 
ating pain and renders the victim 
to a state of debility, physically 
and emotionally, the Educational 
Committee of the Illinois State 
Medical Society observes in Health 
Talk. 

The exact cause of shingles is 
not known, but a virus is the cul- 
prit suspected. The great pain as- 
sociated with the affliction is eas- 
ily understandable when one real- 
izes that the disease attacks the 
nerve endings in the body. Since 
these nerve endings act as little 
sub-stations off the main nervous 
system to carry sensations from one 
part of the body to another any- 
thing that attacks their delicate 
mechanism produces intense pain. 

The distinct manifestation of 
shingles is the eruption of small 
blisters on the skin in the site in- 
volved. Even before these are 
seen, the sensitivity of the skin to 
the slightest 'touch is felt. And 
when one "cluster of blisters disap- 
pears, another may crop out, either 
at the same site or nearby. There 
is great' tenderness, and this may 
persist long after the acute pain is 
controlled through medication. 

In sevee attacks of shingles, the 
pain recurs and recurs, but it is 
more fleeting in nature rather than 
persistent as in the initial onset of 
the disease. 

Intense itching of the skin is an- 
other unpleasant aspect of herpes 
zoster. Strangely enough, this is 
not necessarily confined to the area 
where the pain and skin eruption 
occurs. It may be felt in other 
areas of the body. This, together 
with the tingling sensation is al- 
most unbearable. 

What parts of the body are af- 
fected? Commonly the spine and 
chest, and more uncommonly the 
neck, the eyes and the groin. And 
anvonc who has had it on just one 
side of the back knows the acute 
suffering. 

What are the factors in shingles? 
Little is known about the condition, 
except it is definitely related to 
fatigue brought on by overwork, 



prolonged Illness, malnutrition, so , 
vcre Injury to the body, toxic In- 
fections and anxiety. 

The length of time involved in an 
attack of shingles varies. The at- 
tacks range from a mild variety 
to those severe in character. The 
convalescent period may cover a 
few weeks or extend over a period 
of months. There may be residual 
effects, such as neuritis or lack of 
physical endurance. 

In recovering from an attack of 
shingles, the patient should avoid 
nervous tension and agitation, have 
suitable rest from work, adequate 
nutrition and sleep. In fact, seda- 
tives are usually prescribed by the 
physician to insure relaxation and 
sleep. * 

Even in these modern days when 
shingles is quite common, the con- 
dition is still considered an "old 
fashioned" disease. Just to men- 
tion it frequently evokes n smile or 
a chuckle — but if you've ever been 
a victim, you'll know it isn't a 
laughing matter. 

Having a case of shingles is one 
way of "burning up" without los- 
ing your temper.

Storage Space Increased 

By Peg-Board Panels 
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How to increase household stor- 
age space economically is a ques- 
tion he often is asked by home 
owners, according to Ed Vos of the 
Antioch Lumber and Coal company.

"'Peg-Board' is ideal for lining 
the interior walls of a garage. One- 
quarter inch material should be 
used here, ■ the lumber dealer ad- 
vises, because it will have to sup- 
port such things as power mowers, 
ladders, wheelbarrows, and shelves 
for paint cans and other heavy 
items."

Mb. 
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Crops Late With Corn 
At Varying Heights in 
Proportion to Rainfall 



July 4th— the traditional date of 
kneo high corn — found one of the 
most confused pictures In history 
on corn size. In almost every state, 
size ranged from nothing to waist 
high. Continued rains made some 
first plantings very late and floods 
caused replanting In bottom fields 
and low spots. Many famcrs had 
a month's difference in planting 
date between fields. The corn na- 
tionwide might average knee high 
hut much of it was below knee 
high. 

A DeKalb crop reporter in 
Southwest Minnesota says, "We 
need a late frost and favorable 
weather," and that pretty well sums 
up the situation in many areas. 
Late plantings and cool weather 
have caused the corn crop to lay 
a week to two weeks behind nor- 
mal. Favorable weather now means 
much hot weather, but the favor- 
able factor of plentiful subsoil 
moisture is present in most areas. 

Unusual floods still dominate 
the weather situation on July 1. 
As a result of hurricane "Audrey," 
Central Illinois experienced 9 to 
10 inches of rain in the Paris-Mat- 
toon-Pana area with this deluge ex- 
tending into East Central Indiana. 
In Missouri, a rainfall of 6 to 8 
inches occurred in the Southeastern 
part. At Lincoln, Nebraska, the 
heaviest rain in 50 years — 4:66 inch- 
es — occurred on July 1. The Min- 
nesota and Redwook Rivers in Min- 
nesota overflowed as the result of 
the heaviest rains in 100 years in 
Southwestern Minnesota and 
Southeastern South Dakota. All of 
these floods have eliminated large 
acreages of corn on rich bottom 
fields and drowned out the lowest 
spots in other fields. 

The rains have also damaged 
small grain. Rank growths have 
fallen down and weeds have grown 
up in them. The wet weather has 
caused much rust in wheat which 
lowers both yield and quality. Ok- 
lahoma and Arkansas report many 
wheat fields a total loss because of 
rain — they have either been over- 
flowed or fields have been too wet 
for combines to operate. 

Plentiful moisture has encour- 
aged more use of fertilizer than 
ever before. These two factors will 
mean substantial yield increases, 
where rains and floods have not 
eliminated crop acreages. 



Survey to Discover 

How Many Persons in 
U. S. Hold Two Jobs 



Special questions, designed to 
provide information on the number 
of persons who have more than one 
job, will be asked in the July Cur- 
rent Population Survey, according 
to Supervisor Theodore F. Olson of 
the Census Bureau's regional field 
office at Chicago, 111., which will 
participate in the survey. * 

Similar questions asked in the 
Current Population Survey lost 
year revealed that an estimated 3.7 
million persons, or about one in 18 
of all employed persons, held more 
than one job during the week of 
July 8-M, 1956, the period covered 
by the survey. The group desig- 
nated as multiple jobholders in- 
cluded wage nnd salary workers 
with more than one employer dur- 
ing the survey week, as well as 
persons on the payroll of an em- 
ployer and also self-employed or 
working without pay in a family 
enterprise. 

An estimated one million persons 
held both farm and nonfarm jobs 
concurrently, the survey showed. 
About three in five of this group 
had a primary job in nonfarm work. 
Most of the remainder were self- 
employed farmers with a secondary 
job off the farm. Extra jobs held 
by farm wage workers usually 
were other paid farm jobs. 

The special questions on secon- 
dary jobs will be in addition to the 
regular monthly inquiries on em- 
ployment and unemployment. Cur- 
rent Population Survey information 
will be collected locally during the 
week of July 15.

, SECTION 3: Upon the filing 
with the Fire Chief of such appli- 
cation and complying with the re- 
quirements therein before des- 
scribed, said Fire Chief shall, with- 
out cost to the applicant, issue a 
permit pursuant to such applica-
